' • IMPORTS— BRIGHT TI.MES AllK.VD. 

The tables of imports at Montreal have 
been made up for the six months of the cur- 
rent year. The decline in business baa 
been very considerable, as compared with 
the eorrespondinu period of last year. The 
imports in June, 1850, were 81,253,178 ; in 
June. 18G0, $1,029,427; decrease, §223,701. 
For the S1.V months ending Juno 30th, KSo9, 
the imports at Montreal of dutiable goods, 
were 80,736,749 ; of free goods, fl, 814.144; 
total, 88,550,893. For the six rnonihs end- 
ing June 30lh, 1860. the imports ol dutiable 
goods were 85,840,599; of free goods, 81,- 
11)5,1 15 ; total, 87,024,714. The decrease'in 
imports during the (irst six months of the 
present year has tlierelore been no less than 
S!,53(j,179, as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of 1859. The amount of 
duties colleuleii In the first si.v moiillis of 
1859, was $1,275,311 , in the lirst si.\ months 
of 1860, 81,135,744; decrease, S139.5ii7. 
From the tables published last week, rela- 
tive to the trade of Toronto, it appeared that 
at this port during the .same period, there 
has been a decrease in imports of S341,:i79, 
and in duties of S20.5I6, as compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. 

Now this is not in the least surprising, 
when we take into consideration the heavy 
failures in the past twelve months. Prior to 
this, merchants imported too heavily — thtjir 
goods were in the market and must be dis- 
posed of; they were forcetl into the hands 
of the people; crops and banks failed — the 
people failed — merchants failed, and all 
business came to a dead-lock, except sher- 
ilfs, bailiffs, lawyers and auctioneers. They 
have done nothing for eight or ten months 
but litigate, seize and sell, and .sell till all 
has been sold out; ami now as there is 
naught left, they pause for breath, and dur- 
ing this pause agriculture smiles— business 
begins to revive, and again the march is on- 
ward and upward. 

THE ECLIPSi;. 

The eclipse on the 18ih, partially visible 
here, did not amount to a great deal — iiu- 
ther than to bring a change in the weather 
— heavy rain, 8li-ong \vinds — and a little 
cooler atmosphere.

Iiieht Dues and Pilotage. 
Free trade and free ports are c.araiiinl 
doctrines of our policy. We lilce tlio.n ; 
and we do not know who do'nt. The Duke 
of Newcastle, however, rather doubted m 
his dispatches to Gov. Douglas, whether 
we could carry out the doctrine success- 
fully We believe we can; and what is 
more than that we . will. H is the only 
really enlightened and progressive doc- 
trine to which the local government lends a 
cordial support. They have written dow.i 
«« direct taxation and free ports," and we 
arenot willing that they «hall Wo. n out^ 
The "Pilot bill" 

k:„,. ..ppear, however, to have worried 
some of the government guides into a high 
atale of excitement. Only pass both 
these and Victoria begins its decadence. 
Such is the logic of government free-port 
e.\iremisis. Wo do not think so. We cer- 
tainly would prefer to see ves.sels come and 
go without compulsory light-dues and com- 
pulsory pilotage. We would also like 
matrimony and- a pension of £1000 a 
year; but when we cannot get them we are 
willing to keep baohelor'a hall and live the 
best way we can. Both light and pilots are 
essential to the safety of the commerce of 
the pott; and till some better means can be 
Btiggested to defray the expen.se of both 
■without directly taxing shipping, we cannot 
oppose either measure. 

Had the government listened lo the voice 
of reason as well as justice, and c-o-operated 
•with the Reformer,?, in doors and out doors, 
we would have drawn from the town-siti! 
claim enough funds to have kept every de- 
partment in a high slate of efficiency for 
years without a cent of taxation either on 
real estate, shipping, landing permits, or by 
licences. It has chosen a different course, 
however, and the steady accumulation of 
taxes are recorded every day. We have got 
Jfliei'anii pilotage. The daily increasing 
importance of our port proves more and 
more the necessity for pilots. Had there 
been a pilot-boat kept at sea, it is more than 
probable the accident to the bark Glimpse 
would never have occurred. Had there 
been a light at the mouth of our harbor, it is 
not very likely that she would have been 
wrecked at Clover Point; and nothing but 
slieerneglect, or running her ashore inten- 
tionally, could have ever laiil Iiit up lii^ili and 
dry two or three miles from the iMilranc- ot 
the port. Wo know one mercbaiil who lost 
over two thousand dollars in inercliaiidisc 
by that disaster. It was uiiin.surod. That 
sum alone would have been ample to keep 
a small light burning for a year. iMaiiy 
others not only lost large amounts tlirough 
being uninsured— luul any agent may occa- 
sioiially neglect lo in.si.ro his shipment till 
too late— but also through the loss entailed 
by being forced to purchase supplies in this 
market to keep up their stocks. In fact, the 
losses to our merchants, direct and indirect, 
by the wrecking of the Glimpse, would have 
supported a sufficient number of branch 
pilota to serve the port; would have paid 
the expanses of a light-house; and would 
then have left a surplus tu 6|)aii!. Hen;, 
then, is a convincing instance of the injury 
resulting from the want of the lights and 
branch pilots that have raised the ire of tlnf 
eovernment organ, just as we have arliance 
of gelling lh(Mn. t^omo folk.-, .-ire ii.'iiny- 
wise and pound-foolish ; and in lliiti r;iti'- 
gory wo placn all thosi! who ar(! oi)po.>-c'l to 
sbipn paying pilotage and light dui!.«, with- 
out showing another source from which 
both can be kept in a stnto of efliciency. 

Wo must naturally conclude that there is 
something much more remarkable about a 
free port lhan a dutiable port, when ships 
and steamers can approach the former dur- 
ing the night or day' without danger, and 
vfUh greater benefit (o the port ; whilBt the 
world over every dutiable port of note has its 
lights and pilots ; and tho safety of their 
commerce depends on ihom. To say that 
wo can build up our cornmiTce willKuit 
Ihem is too ridiculous ulinost lo ro(|iiirM dc^ 
nial. Ill ill' Obsliuiilive liitiliidi' llkii om.t 
however, atlcinpts iiro made I'Vi'ii In di.s- 
provo the most Hidl-evidi-nt pi-o|)o-i linns ; 
anil consccpionily tliii idi-a of siniviiig mn- 
pilots and looking up the harbor at run- 
down and opening it at the dawn of doy, 



may with all truth be marked as another 
plank in the Obstructive platform. 

Wo remember in August, 1858, tho brig 
Ellen H. Wood, approaching this port; but 
mistaking tho entrance to Victoria harbor 
for that of Esquimau, was bearing directly 
for Brolchie's ledgo, in order to enter our 
harbor by rounding the south side of Clover 
Point. Had it not been for a passenger on 
board who knew the entranco, in two 
minutes she would have been a wreck. 
Every body remembers the Steamer Eliza 
Anderson on the down trip at night running 
into Esquimau instead of mooring herself 
at Myer's wharf. Instances could be multi- 
plied of Incky escapes. But those we have 
cited are sufficient lo show the advantages 
to our commerce and tho necessity that 
e.vists both for Victoria branch pilots and a 
Victoria lighthouse. 



Highway Robbbry.— Sergeant Weihe 
and special officer Phillips, on Monday 
night, between twelve and one o'clock, ar- 
rested a man named John Ewihg, while he 
was in the act of taking a purse containing 
money from the pocket of Jeptha S. Powell. 
On the way to the station house, S375 was 
taken from Ewing's h-nd ; and after reach- 
ing jail. Soigeant Weihe compelled him to 
open his mouth and found a So piece under 
his tongue. Subsequently, the same of- 
ficer went to Mnnatli's saloon on Johnson 
street and recovered three 820 pieces, 
which had been left there by Ewing a short 
time before his arrest. Yesterday morning 
the case was heard before Judge Pember- 
ton, and it came out in evidence that both 
the men had been working at a saw-mill 
near Saanich ; that they were paid off yes- 
terday, and their employer not having 
any change, gave the amount due both to 
one of the men in S20 pieces, with the un- 
derstanding that ho was to get it changed 
in town and give the other man his share. 
The parlies strolled around yesterday, 
bouj^'ht some goo(is, and in the evening got 
tight, and were both drunk when arrcslod. 
They were friends previou.s to this occur- 
rence, and receiveil good characters from 
their employers. Ewing says he took the 
money from Powell to put it into safe hands 
until they got sober ; and alleges that his 
.sliare of the money was in the hands of 
Powell. Tho case was sent to the Court of 
Quarter Sessions for trial in October next.

House of Assembly, 

Monday, Sept. 3rtl, ISGO. 
House met at iliree ocloet. Predtitit — 
Speaker Helmcken, and Messrs. Coles, 
Crease, Green, Gary, Tolmie, Waddingloii. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Iload Bill, Mr. Waddin^ton 
in the Chair, and the following sections 
were passed without discussion. 

Sec. 28 — The overseer of roads shall 
have power to order out each of the inhabi- 
lania as he may see fit, in case of any road 
or bridge becoming impassable or obstruc- 
ted, by <riviiii; uveiity-four houra' notioB. 

Sec. 29 — Every overseer is to make re- 
turns of the mirnber of day's work per- 
lormed on the roads in his dislriel, and of 
the persons perforiTiiii« the same, together 
witli an account of the expenditure, to the 
country comruiusioners. 

Sec. 40— Providing for the infliction of 
a line of not less than £o nor more than 
X 10, for any neylect of duty etc, on the 
part of the overseer. 

Sec. 41 and A- — The overseers are to be 
paid ten shillings per day whilst employed 
on the roads, and the assessors twelve shil- 
lings and sixpence per day. 

Sue, M — The clerk of the commissioners 
is to receive twelve shillings and sixpence 
(or each meeting of said commissioners. 

Sec 44 — Providing for the payment of all 
monies received irjlo the county treasury. 

Sec. 45 — Giving the county commission- 
ers powers to alter the line of a road, pro- 
vided always that the road supplied shall 
be better in all respects than theoldono. 

Sec. 4G and 47— Provides for the laying 
out of private roads, when desired by any 
owner of land, by the commissionerg. 

Sec. 49— This act shall not be applicable 
in any county where no persons can be 
found to lake ui^on themselves the duties 
of corn rnL-^sioners. 

Sec. 50 (and last)— This act may be cited 
as tht) Koad Act lor 1860. 

Upon the passage of the last section, tho 
Comniitiee roae and reported the bill com- 
pleted. 

House adjourned to Tue8da3r, 4th inst, at 
3 o'clock. 



The Syrian Massacre. 
Our European e.vohanges come to us filled 
with the most heart-rending accounts of the 
late fearful massacres in Syria by the Druses, 
The cause of the outbreak on the part of 
those human fiends is not yet salisfaotorlly 
stated, fiy some, the Turks are accused of 
siirrinsftipthe Druses to commit their bloody 
work. But a German (Vienna) paper has 
created k great excitement throughout Eu- 
rope, ami called down a storm of indignation 
upon ill editor's head, by stating that French 
priests (instructed by Louis Napoleon) had 
instigated the bluody work, in order that 
that Emperor might have an eKcuse for 
Krti/.iiig upon Turkey, and eventually driving 
the .MahomrnedaiiH back into Asia, There 
is hartlly room la doubt but these ina.ssacros 
will prove the downfall of the Orientals in 
Europe, and thut the country will eventual- 
ly be held by England and France, and 
possibly Russia. But the statement that 
French emissaries bare caused the slaugh- 
ter is unworthy of credence. An American 
missionary, writing to a*Boston paper from 
Beyroot, under dale of June 2Sd. says: 

Dier-el-Kainer, a town of several ihou- 
.sarul itdiabitauts, is no longer. Sometoveiity 
or thirty persons alone were saved. The 
dead, who can number them'? and the wid- 
(iw -i iiihl 'ji iiliaiis, who can tell their (list re.s.s ? 
Alter lo-ilay, I) ier-el- Kariicr will probably 
be uninhabitable, fur some time, troni the 
stench of so many hundrfds of unburieil 
dead bodies. All the people ol the lown 
referred to were dtdibutately slaughtered in 
.cold l)lood| after they had given up their 
arms Id tlic Turkish authorities. Tlio Turks, 
aflfr (lisai iiiiiig them, turned them over to 
the Drii^e-, who put them to the sword, aid- 
ed by the Turkish soldiery. Beyroaljs^ia 
danger; and Damascus has only been pre- 
served Irom destruction by the efforts ofthe 
famous Algerine chief, Ab-ilel-Kailer, who 
lias organized an etiicient corj)8, which pa- 
Upl the city day and night. But the alarm 
is very great evennow,and letters appeu!iii<^ 
for help come by every mail. 

Such an intense B.vcitement prevails at 
this niuruunt as to prevent us irom fillilhillg 
this letter. Christians have closed their 
sh()|).s and have retired to their houses, 
where they tremblingly await ttiu i.ssue. 
Moslems are rushing about the towu cryint; 
*< This is tho time l« kill the Christians." 
and their women and their children are rush- 
ing about the Klreels shouting, " May (Jml 
cut olf the Christiarrs." It is impossible for 
us to buy provisions, atid our servants are 
rendered useless from fear. . Christians have 
been beaten, and aoroaof them mostBSverely. 

Latex Intelllgeooe than the above speaks 
of tho safely of Beyroot, but says that the 
t'ouritry is grjrio. 

The Paris Juunwl ties JJclials, publishes ii 
letter from Father Ruusseau, of the Jesuit 
Mission in Syria. 'I'liu details which he 
furnishes, and wril'on on tho spot, arc lii;iirt- 
riMidiiig unil fri;zlitfid. The Vicar-(Jeii«ual 
of the iteyrooi diitriothad been cut inttifoiir 
pi<!ce«, Willi liis btottier and sister, ami then- 
rcrriaiiis thrown to the ilugs. The Turks, he 
says, rcjoico in such sights, and say : " See, 
liore, these Christians and their priosts, is it 
not natural that the dogs, their equals, 
should make a good meal of them'?" The 
Htench ol the diMil bodies all iiruiniil, ninlcr 
tho oxcos iivc he,il, is di^scrihiid as iiiHll])- 
portablu. Twidvci Inindred (-'hrimiaiu of 
Oazine were Hurroinidtid in u wood by the 
Druses, and iniintered and burnt. A wo- 
man melt by OIK) ol llieit 1 savages, with her 
throe children, wi^s nniiln to sit down whili! 
he slaughtered her inlunls on hor Imj)! A 
Alarotiite oai6, with live young oltildren, 



was cut to pieces himself, and the children 
torn limb from limb. The whole country 
is ravaged by tire and sword, and hundreds 
are perishing of want in the woods and 
mountains. " "VVe have collected more than 
five hundred children," the same letter says, 
" all of theim'now orphans." 

Princb Jeuome Bonapartb. — Prince 
Jerome's estate promises to breed trouble 
among his heirs. M. Gaillairdet, in his let- 
ter to the Courrier des Elats Unis, writes : 

On dit that the Emperor will bestow on 
the Prince Imperial, and not on Prince Na- 
poleon, the annual reveniie of a million 
francs, which became vacant in the civil list I 
by the deatli of Prince Jerome, and to in- 
demnify the Princess iMathildo for the uri- 
eqiial portion which her father left her in his 
will, he (the Emperor) will allow her the 
rentals of the stores in Palais Royal, which 
brought to Prince Jerome a supplementary 
revenue of 200,000 francs yearly. The In- 
dependence Beige confirms what I have al- 
ready informed you, of the intention of the 
Bonaparte-Patterson family of Baltimore to 
contest at law their claims as heirs of Prince 
Jerome. The Privy Council will decide this
